Claims 1-10, 14-17. 19-23. 2S^, 3CW2. 38-38 are rejeoied under 35 
use 8 102W as bemg anfcipaled by Soiloau. Th« Applicants respootfully 
traverse this rejection because Soileau does not disolosa ihs present invention as 
(Bcil«l in claims 1-10. 14 17. 1M3, 25-27. 3n-iE. and 36-36. 
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"Aniioipalion r^ulres lha pr€Beni» in a single prior art reference disdosure 
each and every elumeni of the claimed invention, arranged as m tnc cl^Im. 
Undemann msMubrlk Gmt^H v. Armrican Hoist & Derrick Co., 2?A U.S.P.Q. 
481 4S5 (Fed. Cir. 1984) {emphaais added). As an application of th« legal 
requirements r>t antioipailon. If ih** claim rccttes a device with a eimclure, the pnor- 
art devtoe must possess the same otruciure and not merely the functional 
chiuaclertette. of the clalni^d device. Soo: /n re ms. 16 U.S.P.Q.2d 1430. 
1/132 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 

Sollcau discloses iron particles havii^ a coating of an i n ogy^nin qlKOii f^Qtai 
stote and an overcoating of a high lemperature polymer (column 2, lines 53-66; 
column 4, lines 42-46; anrt Claim 1). Scileau's f^lection of the polymer is based on 
the consWeration that the polymer is capable of wrthstandiny high temperatures 
Without decomposing into residues (column 4. lines 42-46). Soilemi turther 
discioees that the inorganic alkali metal silicate editing makes up 7fV%toBS%^lhe 
toiai coating the balance being provided by the polymer (column 5, lines 38^0). 
Thus. Soilcau does not disclose the coating composition recited in instant claims 1- 
10, 14-17. 19-23. 25-27, 30-32. and 36^. either expressly or Inherently. 

Since Soileau does not disclose each and every element ot claims MO. 14- 
17. 19-23. ?5-27, 30-32. and 36-38. as arranged In the claims. Soileau does not 
anticipate these claims. 

in view of tlie above, it is submitted lhat the claims are pa1»ntable and in 
condition for aJlowaiKs. Reconsideration of ttw rejection is requested. Allowanceof 
claims ai an earty dalw is soliciied.
